“Upon receipt of the Order of the 
Florida Public Utilities Commis- 
sion calling for a rate reduction to 
pass on to our customers the 1965 
ineome tax savings, we immedi- 
ately initiated plans for working 
out the details and mechanics to 
put thé Commission's Order in ef- 
fect.

The Palm Beach County Infor- 
mation Service issued some int 
resting figures showing prosperity | 
on the climb upward during the| 
good year 1964. The figures show- 
ed a 10.5 percent increase in de- 
posits and savings and a combined 
10.7 percent resources increase 
over the year 1963. These figures 
were made available by banks and 
savings associations at the end of 
the year. 

The county's 23 banks and eight 
savings and loan associations, as 
of Dec. 31, had a combined total of
